all their faculties and powers and cannot goe beyond thetr 
extent. 

For us then poſitively to deſcribe, define, or determine a- 
ny thing of Gods Decrees,Conlultations, and Actions 
(Imeane ad intus ;) or of his order of doing them, as, that 


firſt He did that, afterwards this, and laſt of all thus, it is 
Satanicall pride, and arrogant preſumption : ſo inſearch- 
able is kis Wiſedome ,and his waies paſt findins- out. 

Yet again theſame inſearchable things of God being con- 
ſidered quoad nos, and referred to their viſible and ap- 
prehenſible Cauſes, Ends, Objects, and Effects ; ſo they 
adyut of prius and polterius, and may be ſaid to bee firſt 
or ſecond according to theſetled order of Nature, Time, or 
Being. And upon this ground we may look upon the Actt- 
ons of God,as iſſuing or proceeding from Fm in a moſt per - 
fe, comely, and beautifull order and (uccefſion,Whereby 


Hee manifeſteth his owne glory, and advanceth the good of 


his ( reatures. And yet this acceptation, aiſtin&ion, or in- 
terpretation of Gods doings ariſeth from our owne Weak ca-

ſtand aright the wonderfull things of God (4s indeed the 
leaſt worke of bis is wonderfull in it ſelfe, and infinitely 
ſurpaſſeth our imagination,) God therefore in mercy af- 
fords us many helpes to further us therem, per corporalia 
fſpiricualia docens ; & per viſtbilia inviſtbilia de- 
monltrans, and fo ſpeaketh to us of his owne immenſe 
and incomprehenſible Reſolutions and Actions, phra- 
ſes and tearms ſutable and agreeable to our owne Weake 
capacities.

And for this we conceive a double reaſon , the one from 
God, the other from Man : from God becauſe He is(not- 
withſtanding this his work of Creation, that us , of bring 
ing another thing beſides Himſelfe into Efle, td 'ſo Ms 
open view, yet we ſay, He is) ſtill infinite, and ſonowhit 
leſſened,or any way impayred,either in quality of Eſſence, 
or in ability of perperulty. For all excellency of goodneſs

Which was N othing.: now this Nothing, by the opera- 
tive Goodneſs of God, was made ſomething, and this 
ſamething G Was made Man bearing the ſtamp of hys ( rea- 
tors 200dueſs. Yet this goodnes in Man thou 19h derived from 
the unchangeable goodneſs of God, was not otherwiſe than 
changeably' 00d : becauſe it Was now ſeated or inherent in 


«diſſoluble ſubjeft of a changeable diſþoſition,able toſtand

| cannot comprehend his Makers goodneſs. Which if we ſhould 
fondly imagine, that God, if Hee had pleaſed, might have 
| made Man abſolutely and conſtantly good like Him-ſelfe,no 
way liable to change or alteration : then we muſt alſo ima- 
| gine that Man ſhould have bin more than. made in the 
| Image of God, or after his likeneſs , for then hee ſhould 
have bin all one with his ( reatour, both in Eltence and 
| qualitie : for there 1s leſs difference betwixt the E/- 
| ſence of God , and wichangeable goodneſs, than betwixt 
fire, and the heat thereof , or the Sunne and the light 
thereof, though the one really and mfeparably expreſs the 
other. For ſet any ſubje&t m ſuch an equall arſtance to the 


fire , as that it ſhall receive the heat thereof , and yet 


not be enflamed therewith : or conveigh the light of the 
Sunne by a refleFing object to enlighten a darke body , yet 
that heat, or this light thus divided from their proper 
ſeats and ſubjefts, is neither the heat of the fire, nor 
Jet the light of the Sun: their ſubjetts bemg ot, or light,

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but dim. Whereas the true heat of the fire mts proper na- 
ture and quality dath alwaies burne and conſume , and the 
true light in the body of the Sun doth alwates dazie and 
confound the ſenſe of all humane ſight to bebold it.
